VOTING UNDER WAY. 


One of Senator Peffer’s Amendments 
Turned Down. 


DEBATE DRAGS WEARILY ALONG. 


Mr. Jones Wants a Little More Time 
in Which to Conclude, 


BAD FEELING LEFT BY THE DEFEAT. 


Some ofthe Repealers Declare That They 
Were Not Treated Fairly by the Rep- 
resentatives of the Administration. 


Washington, October 27.—(Special.)— 
The silver fight in the seante is nearing the 
close. Peaceably and quiet the senate 
commenced voting on amendments today. 

Two were disposed of. Senator Peffer’s 
free coinage amendment was voted down 
by eleven majority, the vote standing 27 
to J8, 

Then the finance committee’s amendment 
to the house bill, which makes what is 
called the Voorhees bill, was adopted by a 
vote of 58 to 9. This amendment is a de- 
claration for bimetallism and pledges the 
government to maintaim a parity between 
both coined metals. The next amendment 
offered was by Senator Perkins, of Califor- 
nia, which provides for the free coinage 
of the American product. That was under 
discussion when Mr. Voorhees moved at 
5:30 o'clock that a recess be taken until 11 
oO clock tomorrow. This amendment will be 
voted down by eleven or twelve majority. 

The voting commenced about 4:30 o'clock, 
after Senators Jones and Stewart had beeu 
speaking nearly all day. Senator Jones 
hus not quite concluded. He has Mr. Voor- 
hees’s word for it, that he may conclude 
his speech, which is, by the way, perhaps 
the strongest ever delivered on the floor of 
the senate on this subject. The first thing 
tomorrow morning, however, will be a brief 
speech from Senator Wolcott on the Per- 
kins amendment. 

The detailed vote on the Peffer amendment 
was as follows.

Democrats for Free Coinage. 

An analysis of the vote today on ‘the 
Peffer free coinage amendment shows that 
the eighty-five senators who voted or were 
paired were divided thus: 

For free coinage 25 democrats, 
publicans and 4 populists, total 57. 

Against free coinage 21 democrats and 
27 republicans; total 48. 

The amendment was defeated by 11 
votes and the republicans gave 17 ma- 
jority against it. Of the 25 democrats 
for free silver 20 were

states, while of the 21 democrats against 
free silver only 11 were from the south. 
The only northern democrats for free sil- 
Yer were Martin, of Kansas, Roach, of 
North Dakota and White, of California. 
The other ten from the north voted against 
free silver. 

Leaving out the border states of Dela- 
ware. Maryland and West Virginia there 
are thirteen southern states with twenty- 
six democratic senators, of whom only six 
(Ransom, of North Carolina; Gordon, of 
Georgia: White and Caffrey, of Louisiana: 
Mills, of Texas, and Lindsay, of Kentucky) 
Were against free coinage. The other 
twenty stood by their constituents. If 
these six southern senators had voted for 
free coinage it would have carried, and 
it cannot be maintained that the five states 
from which they hail are not free silver 
atates. The amendment was lost by the 
votes of seven democrats heretofore out- 
spoken in favor of free coinage and who 
have so voted in the senate—Hill, of New 
York: Voorhees and Turpie, of Indiana: 
Faulkner, of West Virginia: Ransom. of 
North Carolina; Gordon, of Georgia. and 
Milis, of Texas. General Gordon was ab- 
sent but his vote counted, as he was paired 
with Pettigrew, of South Dakota. as a 
free silver republican. Senator Colguitt 
Was present and desired to vote for free 
silver, but he was paired with Wilson, of 
Towa, a gold standard republican who has 
not been able to be in his seat this ses- 
sion. 

Mey Strike a Snag Any Minnte. 

It is possible that the final vote on the 
repeal bill may be reached tomorrow, but 
that is not deemed probable on account of 
the number of amendments pending, and 
which have to be spoken and voted upon. 
At any minute a snag may be struck upon 
which the senate will fiounder in debate for 
a long time. Therefore, while it is possible 
that the entire matter might be disposed of 
tomorrow, senators hardly expect the vote 
to be taken before Monday. But the senate 
is under full sail now upon an apparently 
smooth sea and it will not be many days 
before it will act and close up this long 
discussion upon the repeal bill. 

This bill will not have to be referred to 
a committee in the house. It can be adopt- 
ed within two days by that body. A mo- 
on will simply be made to concur in the 
senate amendment, then there will be an 
g@greement for so many hours for debate, 
aftr which the previous question shall be 
considered as ordered, 

Kecess Talk. 
“If the bill comes to the house Monday 
afternoon or Tuesday morning early the 
house should dispose of it by Wednesday 
night. It it does, congress will probably 
take a recess on [riday or Saturday for 
three or perhaps four weeks.

Written in Mr. Carlisle’s Oftice. 
‘There was a rumor about the senate 
today to the effect that Senator Jones, of 
Arkansas, would make a statement about 
the administration’s connection with the 
defvnct compromise. Senator Jones, how- 
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ever, told me this evening that he would 
make no statement about it. It is still as- 
serted by the repeal senators who engin- 
eered the compromise, that Secretary Car- 
lisl approved it and gave them the impres- 
sion that it was sanctioned by the presi- 
dent himself. A repeal senator, who is 
on the steering committee and who was in- 
strumental in forming the compromise, told 
me today that a portion of it was written 
in Secretary Carlisle's office in his presence, 
and that ke understood the secretary of the 
treasury to approve it in full. 

, It Has Left a Bad ‘vaste. 

A good deal of feeling has been the 
come of this compromise. The repeal 
ators who engineered it are offended and 
indignant at the statements which have 
been sent out to the effect that the ad- 
ministration never approved or sanctioned 
it. As has been stated, many senators pos- 
itively assert that they understood both Mr. 
Cleveland and Mr. Carlisle to endorse it, 
but that is a matter of the past, and though 
it is true, it may as well be dropped for 
the party’s good. 

The House Endorses the Speaker. 

During the. opening proceedings in the 
house this morning there was an amusing 
little incident which resulted in some very 
high compliments to Speaker Crisp. Mr. 
Hudson, of Kansas, speaking to a question 
of personal privileges, had read an inter- 
view about some land office matters from 
The Kansas City Journal. Following the 
interview in the extract read were some 
observations of the newspaper corréespond- 
ent about alleged antagonism between 
Speaker Crisp and Secretary Hoke Smith 
for a seat ip the senate from Georgia. 
When Speaker Crisp’s name was read the 
house applauded. 

Then “Private” John Allen, of Mississip- 
pi, the wit of the house, asked dryly if 
Mr. Hudson had any information as to 
the senatorial fight in Georgia, to which 
the newspaper correspondent bad alluded. 

“No,” replied Mr. Hudson, “but I have 
great respect for Speaker Crisp’s abilities 
and if he wants the senatorship 1 hope he 
will get it.” 

A wave of applause over the floor and gal- 
lery answered this. 
Major Black as a Listener. 

Major Black, of the Augusta district, 
is the best listener in congress. He has 
not missed a day’s session of the house 
since its opening; he has never been a min- 
ute late: he has wunever left until ad- 
journment and there has been no speech 
delivered too bad for him to give the speak- 
er hig attention. He seems to believe that 
the best education for a new congressman 
is not to attempt to speak until he knows 
exactly what he is about, but to listen to 
everybody else. He belieVes that no man 
knows so jittle that something cannot be 
learned from him. 

Though Major Black thought of speaking 
on the election bill. the debate became so 
tame that he decided to hold his shot and fire 
his first gun at big game. He will now 
perhaps wait until a bill to repeal the state 
bank tax is reported from his committee. 
Then he will make his maiden speech. 

All the new members of the delegation 
have been heard from in this congress ex- 
cept Messrs. Biack, Tate and Cabapiss. 

Dart Gets a Consulate. 

Jake Dart of Brunswick is a cute one. 
He knocked a fat plum from the govern- 
ment tree today, and as strange as it is 
no one here seemed to know that Jake 
was chunking for plums. He certainly 
kept it a secret from all the newspaper 
correspondents. But anyhow Jake's nomi- 
nation was sent to the senate today for 
consul to Gaudelope, West Indies. This 
consulship has a salary of $1,500 attached 
to it and last year the fees amounted to 
$915. The salary is not a fortune’ but 
Gaudelope is said to be a delightful place 
in which to reside. 

Allen's Kecord Breaker. 

Senator Allen's record-breaking speech 
was printed in The Congressional Record 
this morning. It occupies fifty-two full 
pages or 104 columns. Senator Allen will 
soon issue it in pamphfet form for west- 
ern consumption, and the postmasters in 
the west may prepare for a hard winter. 
The speeches will cost Senator Allen, for 
the printing alone, $20 a thousand. He 
expects to have about 50,000 printed. It 
is to be issued as a third party campaign 
document, and the funds paid for its pub- 
lication will, of course, come out of the 
treasury of that organization: 

Major Black for state Banks. 

Major Black is a member of the commit- 
tee on banking and currency of the house. 
Ile is devoting a large portion of hig time 
now to working in favor of the repeal of 
the 10 per cent tax on state banks. Major 
Black is very earnest in his advocacy of 
this measure. LEHle save he believes that all 
ethe south as well as many in the north and 
west are advocating this pledge of the dem- 
ocratic platform. In speaking of the mat- 
ter today, Major Black said: 

“IT think when the pending measure be- 
fore the senate Is disposed of, leading dem- 
ocratic representatives from the south who 
are entited to influence with the administra- 
tion should insist that its active influence 
and support should be given in favor of the 
repeal of this tax. 

“IT shall do all in my power to help the 
passage of the bill, which I believe . will 
temd largely to relieve the people of the 
It certainly will furnish them with 
more local circulation, and will relieve that 
condition of affairs which at times makes 
currency very scarce in the south. 

“Il think the tax should be 
straight out. The states are thoroughly 
competent to properly guard their own 
legislation so as to furnish a safe and re- 
liable currency.

PROPLE FOR SILVER. 


Congressman Stallings Says Alabama Is 
for Free Coinage. 


FREE MEN DEMAND THEIR RIGHTS. 


Mr, Bryan of Nebraska Will Speak 
Over There Today. 


HE WILL CHAMPION THE WHITE METAL. 


The Jeffersonian Democrats in the Eastern 
Part ofthe State Are Getting Their 
Guns Trained fora Hard Fight. 
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Birmingham, Ala., October 27.—(Special.) 
Congressinan Jesse I*. Stallings, of the 
second district of Alabama: W. J. Bryan, 
of Nebraska, and J. C. Sibley, of Penn- 
sylvania, arrived in the city this evening 


eu route to Greenville, Ala., where they 
are tu speak tomorrow at the 
sutler county fair in progress 
at that place. They were oppon- 
ents to the repeal of the silver purchase 
clause of the Sherman act. 

‘Mr. Stallings believes he represented the 
majority of his constituents in this mat- 
ter. “There is no doubt,” he says, “that 
there is a great coalition of the money 
powers to maintain a gold standard. I 
do not Tike to say it is gonspiracy, but it 
certainly is & coalition, * 

“We silver men, as you cal] us, were not 
sticklers on the repeal clause, but. we could 
get no assurance from Mr. Cleveland as 
to the maintenance of bimetallism in the 
event of repeal, and therefore we were op- 
posed to any onslaught on silver.”’ 

As to the election in Alabama, Mr. Stal- 
lings declared himself in favor of a free and 
an honest ballot. He does not believe that 
the people in his district will stand any 
infringement hereafter upon their suffrage, 
and they will fight for ‘their rights. The 
Stagnation in business circles is due more 
to apprehension of reduced tariff duties 
than to the silver bill agitation, Mr. Stal- 
lings stated.

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OPENING THE CAMPAIGN, 


Jeffersonians Are Getting Ready to Stir 
Things Up in East Alabama. 

Opelika, Ala, October 27.—(Special .)—The 
Jeffersonian democrats will hold an important 
meeting in Opelika next Monday and Tues- 
day. The county alliance will unite with 
them and delegates from Tallapoosa, Cham- 
bers and Randolph counties will attend in 
large numbers. Speeches will be made by 
Senator A. T. Goodwin, of Elmore county, 
and State Alliance Lecturer J. H. Harris. 

This assemblage is said to possess much 
political significance. East Alabama is in a 
very unsettled state of politics and the pol'- 
ticians who do the most valiant work will 
carry the counties. 

If anything, the Jeffersonians have the hest 
of the situation in this section and Mr. Kolb's 
followers are legion. The approaching guber- 
natorial campa‘gn will certainly bring about 
a gigantic fight, and unless the organized 
democrats pull the wires for al] they are 
worth Captain Kolb's majority, in the event 
that he is the nominee of the Jeffersonians 
for governor, will be stupendous. Roth parties 
of course claim to be in the majority, but 
there is no denying the fact that the Jeffer- 
sonfans are ahead of the hounds at this stage 
of the game. 

The Constitution’s correspondent has con- 
versed with a large number of the leading 
farmers of Lee and adjoining counties, and it 
is evident that the farmers want to sec 
Captain Kolb nominated by the Jeffersonians 
for governor. In this section farmers claim 
that Captain Kolb was defrauded out of the 
gubernatorial seat befure and this belief 
alone makes them doubly anx‘ous to east 
their ballots again for the gentleman of water- 
melon fame. 

It matters not who is the nominee of the 
organized democrats, Captain Kolb will make 
it warm for him in east Alabama.

Week—The Outlook. 

New York, October 27.—R. G. Dum & Co.'s 
Weekly review of trade says: The port is in 
sight after a long and stormy voyage and the 
prospect of a speedy end of the struggle over 
repeal has brought bright hopes into bus- 
iness. It .s still too soon to expect much ef.- 
fect in irade and manufactures, and though 
monetary obstacles are to a large extent re- 
moved, there still remain other legislative 
questions which create uncerta‘aty. 

A fact of real encouragement is that rail-

the first increase for a long time. Wheat rose 
- cents, although Atlantic exports fell to 
1 100,000 bushels for the week, against 1,900,-

With better reports of yield; coffee deciined

As yet there is seen only a continuance of 
the faint and slow increase in the distribu- 
tion of products which has been noticed for 
some weeks. Nor does tis gradual revival 
in demand extend to ail Drauches. Most of 
the increase yet seen in the cotton and shoe 
manufacture may be expia.ned by mere ex- 
haustion :n stocks of dealers, as frequent re- 
quests for immediate delivery show, but there 
ix aiso reported a somewhat better demand 
from consumers and more ecdtteoa mills have 
started, and seven have increased the.r forces, 
ugainst seven stopping, or decreas.ng. A simmi- 
lar demand has increased by six the number 
of hosiery and Knit goods works reported in 
operation. 

The shipments of shoes from the east in four 
weeks of October are 28 per cent less than 
last year, against 32 per cent in September: 
but against eight comparatively small woolen 
mills starting, five have stopped, including 
one of 3,000 and another of 1,000 hands, 
The total sales of woo! at three chief mar. 
kets, including several million pounds be. 
lieved to be for speculation, have been 9.207 
152 pounds in three Weeks, against 21,975,000 
last year. 

T'wo additional iron furnaces have gcne into 
blast, and the present output may be a little 
larger than at the beginning of the monti. 
Some rail mills have resumed ‘manufacture, 
apparently to provide fog future rather than 
present wants of their customers, and there 
Is some addition to the vumber of the nail 
and wire works and machine shops employed, 

But the demand for most products is small. 
It is hoped that mouetary ease and security 
may encourage railroad extensions and im. 
provements and more architectural work; but 
the shrinkage in demand is not wholly due 
to the state of the money markets.

Mereantile collections are made more free- 
ly in the cotton growing regions as ‘weil as 
in the larger winter and spring wheat states. 
At cities in Georgia and south Aiabama no 
increased are reported in the volume of trade, 
and at some a decline is visib!e. The indus- 
trial situation at more important centers in 
the west is as unsatisfactory as heretofore, 
while at St. Pau!, Minneapolis, Duluth. Mii- 
waukee and Detroit the reeord of the year’s 
business in staple lines does not promise to 
equal expectations of'a month ago. The con- 
sp.cuous upward movement of prices iast 
week is succeeded by a correspondingly ‘ong 
list of decreases, among Which are quotations 
from Indian corn, oats and cotton, dune to 
heavy receipts; coffee, @ teaction from ex- 
treme hhvh prices: hogs, lard, wool, in some 
instances, and jumber, particularily at the 
south, where it has been soid about nominatly 
high fiures. Rice is-sfll held firm, at the 
extreme quotations, as are naval stores. 

Exports of wheat and flour from both coasts 
of the [United States and Canada, this week, 
amount to 3.327.000 busheis, compared with 


2.709.000 bushels last ‘week. 4,078.000 lushels 


in the fourth week-of October last year, and 
3,381,000 bushels In the year before. Neary

HESTER’S WEEKLY STATEMENT 


Season Opened.

tary Hester’s weekly New Orleans cotton 
exchange statement again showed a larger 
movement of cotton in sight than expected, 
the total for the week exceeding the seven 
day ending October 27th last year, 86,639 
bales. and falling short of the same seven 
days in 1891 by 13,837. This brings the total 
excess for the twenty-seven days of October 
é6ver last season to 136,122, and makes the 
deficit thus far for the month under the cor- 
responding twenty-seven days of October year 
hefore last 408.696: the aggregate for the 
fiftv-seven days from September Ist to Oc- 
tober 27th being 105,003 alead of the saime 
fifty-seven days of last year and 73%,754 be- 
hind year before last. 

The amount brought into sight during the 
week ending tonight Is 452.948 bales, against 
866.309 for the corresponding seven days of 
last year and: 466,785 for the same time year 
before last, making the total for the first 
twenty-seven days of October 1,372,145 against 
1,236,023 and 1¥.780.841. The amount brought 
into sicht since September 1st has reached 
1.877.394 bales against 1,772.30] last year 
and 2,613,158 for the same time year before 
last. 

The movements since September show: Re- 
ceipts at all United States port. 1,164,049 
against 1.353.478 last year and 1,969,483 for 
year before last; overland across the Missis- 
sippi, Ohio and Potomac rivers to northern 
mills and Canada, 83,881 against 126,736 and 
253.235 for the same tfe« ‘vear before last; 
interior stocks in excess of those held at the 
close of the commeretal year, 197,550 against 
163.241 and 270,289; southern mill takings, 
131,904 against 128,846 and 120,101. 

Foreign exports for the week have been 
206.374 against 163,170 last year, making the 
total thus far for the season 743,579: against 
679.548 last year. or an increase of 64.051. 

Northern mill takings during the past seven 
davs show a decrease of 22,752 as compared 
with the corresponding period of last year, 
and the total takings since September Ist 


have decreased 117,679. 

The total takings of American’ mills, north 
and south and Canada, thus far for the see- 
son have been 314.010 against 429,218 last 
vear. These include 180,374 by northern spin- 


ners against 298,052. 
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AFLOAT AND AFIRE. 


The Steamship Gellert Has Rough Experi- 
ence With Windand Fire. 

New York, October 27.—The steamship 
Gellert sailed‘safely into port early this 
morning and landed her 465 passengers. 
The vovage had been an eventful one and 
every one of the passengers wore a happy 
look as he or she walked down the gang- 
plank and put foot ashore. 

The Gellert left Hamburg on October 
16th. and fared well so far as wind and 
sea are concerned. At midnight on Sunday, 
October 22d, however, the officer on watch 
was notified that there was a fire in the 
aftership. The captain was hastily notified 
and all hands were ordered on deck. 

An examination showed that the smoke 
from the fire came out of the ventilators 
that enter the steerage. The ventilators 
aud all other openings were tightly closed 
and streams of water turned into the steer- 
age and the lower hold.

TAYLOR SWINGS OFF. 


He Preached His Own Funeral Sermon to 
a Large Crowd. 


NAYS HE WILL COME BACK T0 LIFE. 


His Wife Was Present and He Order- 
ed Her to Stay. 


“DOC” WAS A NOTORIOUS CHARACTER. 


Once a Practicing Physician and a Mount- 
ain Preacher He Changedto a Fero- 
cious Murderer. 


Norton, Va., October 27.—(Special.j)—Doe 
Taylor preached his own funeral at 
10 o'clock this morning at Wise courthouse, 
Va, to a throng of at least five thousand 
people. A grandstand had been erected, 
but when the hour arrived for him to de- 
liver his sermon, the rain was fa‘ling heav- 
ily, and he from the 
window in the gourthouse. 

The vast concourse who stood out in 
frout of him, expected to hear him say 
something of the ‘Mullins’ massacre which 
he committed at Pound Gap, May 14, 1892, 
but he did not mention it. He read several 
passages from the scripture and other 
books and called on the congregation in the 
building to sing. After he had prayed 
a few minutes he announced his text from 
the third chapter of Revelations, and 
twentieth verse: “Behold, I stand at the 
door and Knock, etc.” He stated that he 
Was very weak physically but strong spirit- 
ually. He displayed not the least emotion 
and spoke with a firm voice that could be 
heard by all who stood in the street below. 
His sermon or talk occupied about an hour 
and fifteen minutes. When he had half 
finished, he stopped and began looking 
around.

His Wife Was Present. 

His wife, who seemed to be ill at ease, 
arose and asked if she might go. 

“No, 1 am not half through.” said the 
condemned man, ‘and after swallowing a 
glass of wine he continued, but there was 
little in his talk. The whole of his speech 
seemed to be made in vindication of spirit- 
ualism. He was dressed in pure white 
linen, and stated that he was to wear that 
when he rose from the dead in three days 
after the execution. His body will not be 
buried till Sunday, and he says he will arise 
then and preach to the moonsbiners and 
mountaineers. At 12 o’clock he concluded 
his remarks, and at his own request was 
allowed to remain in his cell till 2 o'clock, 
when he was taken to the seaffold. 

He spoke but a few words there. bade 
the guards, reporters, physicians and law- 
yers goodby, asked the sheriti if he wanted 
to go with him and said he was ready for 
the adjustment of the cap. The dip fell 
at 2:11.

STORY OF THE CRIME. 

Five Persons Were Murdered anda Woman 
Saw It All. 

The crime for which Marshall B. Taylor, 
or “Doc” Taylor, as he is familiarly known, 
was tried and condemned was a peculiarly 
atrocious and blood-thirsty murder of no 
less than five people, for which there seems 
to have been no excuse whatever except 
the innate ferocity and malignity of the 
prinerpal: actor. The victims were Ira 
Mullins and his wife, Wilson Mullins, 
brother of Ira, a nephew, John Moore, and 
a half-witted driver named John Chap- 

ple. 

On a Sunday morning in May, 1891, the 
above party, with the addition of Wilson 
Mullins’s wife, were returning from the 
Ixentucky farm of Ira Mullins, to their 
home in Wise county. In coming through 
Pound Gap, the wife of Wilson Mullins got 
out of the wagon in which they were all 
traveling, and took a nearer path over a 
ridge, while the rest remained with the 
wagon. Thus she saved her life and was the 
Ohly Witness to the terrible tragedy that 
deprived five persons of their lives. Her 
story is in substance that as the wagon 
reached a narrow pass in the mountaine, 
she being on a path some distance above 
the road, a volley wag fired from the bush- 
es, followed by another and another. Has- 
tening to a point frém which she could see 
the wagon, beheld “Doc” Taylor on 
the wagon, shooting bullet after bullet into 


she 


lying down in the wagon-bed—be being a 
paralytic and unable to sit up. All the 
rest of the party were dead, the driver, 
Jolin Chapple, lying some ten feet from the 
wagon, as if killed while trying to escape, 
and the boy, John Moore, lying beside the 
wagon on the ground. 

Ira Mullins’s wife had a belt on her per- 
son containing between $S00 and $2,000, 
and this was stripped from her and carried 
off. No less than seven bullets were fired 
into the body of Ira Mullins. 

Mrs. Mullins hastened away and 
the alarm, and the dead bodies of the vie- 
tims were found as related above. The 
horses in the wagon were shot also. 

No Doubt “Dock’’ Wasthe Right Man, 

After remaining in hiding ,for several 
mouths, Taylor was at last captured at 
Bluefield, W. V., and brought to Wise 
county for trial. The two Flemings, Cal 
and Heenan, who were indicted jointly 
with him for the murders, have never been 
captured, though repeated efforts have been 
mude by the officers to bring them to jus- 
tice. ‘They are heavily armed and swear 
that they will never be taken alive. 

At Taylor's trial, Mrs. Mullins positively 
identified bim ag the leader of the murder- 
ous band, ehe having known him well be- 
fore. ‘Taylor's gun was also an important 
corroborating witness. It was a 45-caliber 
Winehester, and the cartridges found in 
the road at the scene of the murder fitted 
it exactly. In examining it the jury found 
that while the needle that exploded the car- 
tridges found at the scene of the murder

Mullins Was an Old Moonshiner. 

It is exceedingly difficult to assign any 
motive for the atrocious crime for which 
Taylor has paid the penalty. Ira Mullins 
Was a noted moonshiner—a sort of king 
among the lawless mountaineers, who think 
it their right to make and sell whisky with- 
out going through the formality of paying 
the revenue tax. Some years ago, he and 
a relative, also named Mullins, were going 
through Gladeville, the county seat of 
Wise county, with a wagon load of moon- 
shine whisky, and “Doc” Taylot who was 
then acting as United States deputy miar- 
shal, attempted to arrest them. A fight 
ensued in which the younger Mullins was 
killed. Ever since that time, Ira has had 
it in for Taylor, as he declares, aud ‘Taylor 
stated that he had .to go constantly 
armed to protect himself. Ira Mullns for 
some time previous to his death bad been 
paralyzed, and unable to move his body, 
unable even to sit up, owing to a wound re- 
ceived in a fight with revenue ollicers. 

No Doubs Me Wanted the Money. 

Doe ‘Taylor is one of the typical pro- 
ducts of the mouutain region in which he 
wus born and reared. He is'a man of con- 
siderable cultivation, and at one time en- 
joyed a large practice as a physician in the 
mountain regions. of Virginia and Wen- 
tucky. He has the curious admixture of 
religious sentiment, and tiger-like ferocity 
frequently observed among these people. 
It is stated, and seemingly on good author- 
ity, that he considered himself divinely ap 
pointed to rid the country of moonshiners, 
und that that is the cause that led to the 
murders. The more probable theory is, 
however, that Taylor and “lemmings 
knew that Miullins’s wife had the large sum 
of nroney which she carried in a belt strapp- 
ed around her wherever she went, and that 
furnished thé motive. 

He Aiways Got Off Before. 

Tavlor was tried twelve years ago for the 
murder of a man named John Moore, in 
Wise county, but was acquitted, for lack 
of evidence. It is charged that he was 
hired by a man named Rutherford to as- 
sussinate Moore. Everybody believed he 
was guilty, but the testimony before the 
jury was insuthcient to convict, and he 
went free. Several other crimes have been 
laid at his door, but evidence was always 
lacking to bring him to justice. It was 
only the accident of Wilson Mullins’s wife 
having got out of the wagon to walk over 
the mountain that furnished a witness for 
the quintuple murder for which Doe Tay- 
lor hag just died the death of a felon. 

Many persons affect to believe that Tay- 
lor was insane, and had been for. many 
years and after he was brought back for 
resentence, after the supreme court had 
affirmed the decision of the lower court, 
his counsel attempted to set up the plea of 
insanity, but Judge Morrison promptly over- 
ruled it- His mania, if he really wag in- 
sune, consisted in a belief in his divine call 
to kill the people he chose to consider his 
enemies. And that is a very dangerous

REFUGEES WARNED, 


Surgeon Murray Tells Them It Is Certain 
Death-to Return. 


THE PAULSEN GIRL WAS A VICTIM, 


Disobedience ofthe Doctor’s Orders Caused 
Three to Be Taken Sick and 
One Died. 


Brunswick, Ga.. October 
Apropos of the insane desire of refugees 
to return to Brunswick and commit self 
murder by thus doing, simply because they 
think the fever is about over and the type 
mild, Surgeon Murray and President Hugh 
Burford, of the health board’ call attention 
to the action of A. Hellzreen, who, under 
false pretenses, brought his family back af- 
ter being away a joouth and ran the mem- 
bers into a fever nest. Three of them caught 
the disease and one, Hilda Paulsen, died 
from its effects, Surgeon Murray says it 
is a plain open and shut case of murder. 
Hellgreen was warned not to bring his fam- 
ily back, but did so notwithstanding. 

Heligreen ran away to Latham’s island 
about September 1st, where he lived in a 
camp and in safety with his family until 
October Gth. He then prevailed on Cap- 
tain J. A. Clark, of the Jeky! island launch, 
to bring his wife and two young women. 
who had lately arrived from Norway, and 
his child who was ill, to Brunswick. Cap- 
tain Clark felt a sympathy for the sick 
child and allowed Hellgreen’s statement to 
lead him into granting the request. The 
Jekyl launch having a general pass in the 
interest of sickness prevailing on the island, 
gave Clark the privilege of passing any- 
one on board to the city. 

Warned of the Danger. 

Hellgreen followed in his schooner and 
was stopped by the guards, who sent for 
Surgeon Murray. Surgeon Murray went 
down and told Hellgreen he could not pass 
and to send for his people, for if they 
remained in Brunswick they were certain 
to catch the fever and death was certain to 
follow. He warned Hellgreen that their 
long absence from the city made their dan- 
ger greater. Hettlgreen refused to send for 
his people and Surgeon Murray warned him, 
again of their danger and stated if they 
were taken sick they would receive no gov- 
ernment relief. Hellgreen still refused to 
return with them to camp and was detained 
by Surgeon Murray for a week. But finally 
Helligreen’s wife and niece were taken sick 
and Surgeon Murray relented out of pure 
sympathy for the man in his distressed 
condition and let him in. True to Surgeon 
Murray’s prediction, death in the family 
followed Hellgreen’s rash action. 

Surgeon Murray blumes himself for not 
executing his authority and sending Heli- 
green's family back, but under the distress- 
ing circumstances surrounding them he let

his sympathy overrun his authority. Sur- 
geon Murray said tonight that if refugees 
in defiance of his orders é@ame back to 


Brunswick before he gives the authority, 
it means almost certain death to them and 
he would try and keep all out. He said 
where bullheaded men #verrode his author- 
ity without his knowledge and brought in- 
nocent people to death, they should be pun- 
ished, but unfortunately the innocent suf- 
fer while .the guilty escape to brag over 
their heroism. 

In feference to Hellgreen’s case the sur- 
geouw said that if the family had remained 
on Latham’s island the members would 
have been properly. treated and woutd not 
have suffered from the yellow fever. His 
condemnation of the refugees who run the 
gauntlet and then boast of it was exceed- 
ingly severe. Surgeon Murray is a man of 
undoubted courage, and when satisfied he 
is right does not hesitate to speak his mind. 
and on such oceasions his language permits 
of no misinterpretation. Refugees who are 


crazy to return under the delusion that 
danger is over need to heed the fate of the 
Hellgreen family. i ws a 


TWO DEATHS FROM FEVER, 


The Weather Has Turned Cooler and It Will 
Go Hard with the Sick. 

Brunswick, Ga., October 27.—One white 
and five negroes were stricken with vellow 
fever today, the smallest total for any day 
the epidemic under headway. 
Two white patients died—Bessie Firth and 
Hilda Paulsen.

Tonight at 7 oe’clock rain began falling 
Klealily, making th mtmosphere cool. 


The indications for a cold, rainy northwest- 
er are good. 

The effect on the patients under treat- 
ment will be bad and the change will cause 
the disease to spread greatly. The great 
drop off in cases today can be attributed to 
the weather prevailing recently. The cold 
spell of a few days back stopped the prog- 
ress greatly and the scarcity of material 
helped the situation. The malaria type had 


commenced to spread rapidly under the 
weather’s influence, aided by a scarcity 
of material for yellow fever. But the 
change today will change the type and 


probably bring about a complication of yel- 
low and malaria fever. 

The cause of the large number of new 
cases in the past few days and the sudden 
drop today may be attributed to the cold 
nights that brought out the germs of merely 
walking cases. There are 4,000 people in 
Brunswick. Those who have had the fever 


and those under treatment and including 
the immunes, found by the census, will 


number nearly 1,600. The number of coses 
by the end of the epidemic will go slightly 
over 1,000 but the percentage of deaths 
will hardly be over 10 per cent, unless the 
weather changes greatly. All the physi- 
clans are hopeful. 

Two deaths from other canses than yel- 
low fever occurred tuday—one white, an 
infant of C. A. Hertle, and one colored, 
Bob Roberts, who had become dexf, dumb 
and blind from old age. 

An error is being nade by seme papers 
in kindly publishing statements that Bruns- 
wick's relief- committee is appealing for 
clothing for tlie destitute people, ‘This 
mistake doubtless resulted from an appeal 
issued by an individual minister, a member 
of the relief committee, on behalf of his 
own congregation. Brunswick needs cloth- 
ing for her poor, but has issued no appeal 
for it. Brunswick appreciates the kind and 
generous contributions sent her by the out- 
side world, but does not desire to appeal for 
clothing. The people here are satisfied that 
generous friends are doing their best for 
them and they do not want to be placed 
in the light of making further appeals for 
aid. An effort will be made to care for the 
people with what has and will be ‘sent, 
without urging any thing more. 


CRITICIZING THE DOCTORS.

Will Be Held in the First, Third and 
Fifth Wards Next Week Sore. 


MAYBE ALL THREE ON MONDAY NIGHT. 


The Chairman ofthe City Executive Com- 
mittee Has Been Requésted to Call 
the Committee Together. ; 


There will be mass meetings in the first, 
third and fifth wards next week. | 

Tvesidents of these wards have decided to 
follow the example set by the secand and 
sixth wards and are now working for the 
Mass Meetings. 

It is likely that the meetings in the third 
and fifth will both take place next Monday 
night, that of the third in the basement 
of the county courthouse and that of the 
fifth in some hall on Marietta street. 

The mecting for the first ward has not 
been called yet, but those who aré engin- 
eering it say that the call will be issued 
today, and that the meeting will take place 
Monday night too. 

But it is almost certain that at the meet- 
ings of each of the wards fifteen names 
will be agreed upon and given to the voters 
on the day of the primary. 

The opposition to the ward meetings in 
advance of the primaries was yesterday 
very active, but not being as successful as 
it was hoped, the indications are that the 
mectings in the remaining four Wards will 
be more largely attended than. those in 
the second and sixth were. 

During the past two or three days nearly 
every one of the candidates has been dis- 
cussing a petition to the executive commit- 
tee for another meeting of that body. Many 
of the candidates were, and are yet, wholly 
dissatisfied with the manner in which the 
two meetings that have been held were 
nrinaged, and in the petition to the exeeu- 
tive committee the candidates contemplated 
requesting another meeting so that the mat- 
ters of which they complained might be 
remedied. At first it was thought that ev- 
ery one of the candidates would sign the 
petitions but some were found who would 
hot sign the paper. Then the candidates 
who were in favor of it began talking with 
friends, who were on the executive commit- 
tee, about. what they considered wrongs 
done them. 

The members of the executive committee 
approached lent au willing ear to the siories 
of the candidates and yesterday seme of 
them began to act. Several petitions were 
drawn directed to the chairman of the city 
executive committee requesting him to ¢all 
the committee together for the purpose of 
udjusting the existing troubles. BKefore 
the petitions were circulated Mr. Cabaniss, 
chairman of the coinmittee; was visited by 
some of the gentlemen interested, and ask- 
ed if he would call the meeting of the com- 
mittee if members of the committee would 
sign a call for the meeting. 

Chairman Cabaniss informed the géntle- 
men who had called that he would convene 
the committee if a majority of the aom- 
mittee would sign the petition for the call. 

This was enough to start the gentlemen 
to work, and during the afternoon they eall- 
ed upon the members of the executive 
comunittee. The committee is composed of 
twenty-seven members and it would 
quire fourteen names to the petition m or- 
der to secure Chairman Cabaniss’s name 10 
the call. The gentlemen visited nearly ev- 
ery member of the committee but fonnd 
many of them opposed to another meeting 
of the committe#; Some were opposed be- 
cause they did not think that-the execufite 
committee should change its rulings while 
others declined to sign beeecause, as they 
stated, they were opposed to a primary 
and thought that the executive committce 
might authorize one if it Was again con- 
vened. Up to a late hour last night the 


gentlemen interested in securing the call 
of the committee had not’ secured more 
than twelve names and they had abour 


become satisfied that they could not obtain 
enongh names to induce Mr. Cabaniss to 
make the call. Just about dark a committee 
with the petitions bearing the names of 
those who had signed, ealled upon Mr. 
C‘abaniss and made a demand for the meet- 
ing. but Mr. Cabaniss declined to call the 
meeting unless the petition ‘addressed to 
him contained the names of a majority of 
the executive committee. 

That. the gentlemen announced, they had 
been unable to secure and then they de- 


parted earrying with them the petitions 
they had presented 
And behind them they left about all 


hopes of securing another meeting of the 
city executive committee. 

“We wanted that meeting,” said one 
of the gentlemen, “for the purpose of seeing 
if the committee would not reseind its 
former action and order «a primary. Nearly 
every one of the candidates Waut a pri- 
mary, and I think it is the fairest way of 
securing the ehoice of the people. But 
since the members of the executive commit- 
tee won't agree to the call, | guess we will 
have to do without it and go into the ward 
meetings.” 

This morning those interested in securing 
the meeting of the committee will begin 
work again and hope to be able to induce 
two more members of the committce to 
sign the eall. If they do they will present 
the petition to Mr. Cabaniss this morning 
and 2 eall for a meeting of the eunmittee 
will be issued at once. But if they do not, 
all hopes of securing a primary wll be 
abandoned. and those who have not been 
taking any part in the mass meetings will 
turn out and give expressions to their views 
in the remaining wards by taking part in 
the selection of the fifteen gentlemen who 
will be selected. 

Just now the chances are all against the 
primary being ordered by the executive 
comuuittee in extra session. 

Those who have been holding aloof from 
the meetings which have been held will 
now go into them in order to protect their 
own interest. If they see that the meetings 
are to be held and that tickets eomposed 
of such gentlemen as have been named are 
to be put out, they will enter, the meetings 
and tuke part in them, as it will be their 
only way to secure a voice in the selection 
of a ticket. "

Dr. Black Holds a Warm Place {fn Me- 
con's Affection. 


WR. SHINHOLSER STILL SIN DOUBT. 


The Boys Have Almost Talked Him Into 
Running for Mayor, but He Is Not 
Quite Ready to Announce, 


Macon, Ga., October 27.—(Special.)— 
It is with genuine regret that his congrega- 
tion gives up Rev. Dr. W. C. Black, pas- 
tor of the Mulberry street Methodist 
eburch, a notice of whose resignation ap- 
peared in today’s Constitution. 

Dr. Black is one of the ablest ministers 
and most popular pastors that ever held 
a charge in’ Macon and has greatly en- 
deared himself to the people, regardless 
of social class or religous denomination. 

He came to Macon by call of the Mul- 
berry street church congregation in Decem- 
ber, 1892, from Mississippi. His ability, 
eloquence and scholarly attainments, sup- 
plemented by a most charming social man- 
ner, won for bim at once the admiration 
snd love of all whom he met. 

No arrangements have been made lIook- 
ing to the selection of a successor to Dr. 
Black. The south Georgia conference con- 
tenes the middle of December and then 
his successor will be elected. Dr. Clark 
the presiding elder of the Macon district, 
is absent from the city. Rev. S. S. Sweet 
is supernumerary to Dr. Black, but owing 
to his constant labor as librarian, it is not 
known whether he can fill the pulpit or 
not. It-is thought that Rev. Mr. Sweet 
may be placed in charge, and with the as- 
sistamce of other Methodist ministers, will 
hold regular services until] another is ap- 
pointed. Dr. Black has made engagements 
with Bishop Galloway, Dr. McFerrin and 
Rey. B. 8S. Sasnett to fill the pulpit on 
three occasions, and these gentlemen will 
do so before the conference meets. 

Dr. Black's family will remain in Macon 


for some time. 

Dr. Black was elected editor and pub- 
Hsher’of ‘The New Orleans Christian Ad- 
vocate by the board of publication, consist- 
ing of members from the Mississippi, north 
Mississippi and Louisiana conferences, at 
the annual meeting of the board = on 
Wednesday, and a telegram announcing his 
election was received by him Wednesday 
night. It is one of the highest honors of 
the Methodist Episcopal church, south, 
and is second only to a bishopric. It is a 
just tribute to 2 man of such brilliant in- 
tellect as Dr. Black.

Savannah, Ga., October 27.—(Special.)— 
Solictor General Frazer was very much 
put out this morning by certain claims 
and representations which are being made 
to create a sentiment in the general assem- 
bly in favor of a bill which has been in- 
troduced there giving the Savannah police 
court jurisdiction over misdemeanors. A 
report in The News this morning is as 
follows: “It is claimed that when parties 
are fined in the state court for these of- 
fenses the money not only goes to enrich 
the solicitor instead of keeping up the city, 
but that the solicitor has been in the habit 
of taking promissory notes in settlement of 
fines imposed and that the effect is to prac- 
tically license gaming and the keeping of 
gaming houses, as the court does not shut 
up the dives as long as its oflicer holds 
potes against them.”

Solicitor General Frazer writes as fol- 
lows in reply to the claim which seems to 
have been circulated in behalf of the bill: 

Savannah, Ga., October 27.—Editor Morn- 
ing News: When the gamblers were so heav- 
ily fined by Judge Falligaut motes were openly 
accepted for one-half of the fines payable dur- 
ing the term of court and were judorsed by 
parties who were absolutely good for the 
amount, and to whom I looked for payment.

Athens, Ga., October 27.—(Special!.)--The 
verdict in the Thurmond-Johnson slander suit 
was rendered today at 11 o'clock in favor of 
the plaintiff's, who were awarded $10 and costs 
of the suit, 

This ends one of the most Interesting trials 
ever held in the Clarke superior court.

Thurmond win her suit than to get 10 cents 
a pound for their cotton, provokes the friends 
of the other side to say that such is not the 
case, but that the Johnsons had as mauy 
sympathizers as the Thurmonds.

As she stepped into the vehicle the 
fastening of a small satchel she carried 
suspended from her shoulder swung loose, re- 
vealing a roll of bills. Smith was close be- 
hind her and quick as a flash he had the 
money in his pocket. We was seen by 
another negro, who ran after the lady and 
to]jd her that she had been robbed. 

he robbery was reported to Patrolman 
Norman, and that officer arrested Smith. The 
uilty hackman denied taking the money, 
ut when he was searched at police head- 
quarters it was found in his pocket. He 
was sent to jail, but furnished bail in the 
afternoon. 

Gresham Released on Bond. 


Charlies Gresham, the § eighteen-year-old 
youth who stabbed the negro hackman, Ed- 
ward Mapes, in‘ a manner at first thought to 
be fatal, has been released on bond. Bail 
was assessed by Judge Landrum at $500 and 
was furnished by the young man’s friends. 

When Gresham was first arrested it was 
thought that the wounded negro would die, 
and orders were given that he be held untli 
there was some change in his condition. 
Mapes hae recovered to the extent that the 
physicians announce that he is out of danger, 
and when this announcement was made 
Gresham was allowed to make bond. 

Another Gang of Youthful Thieves. 


Patrolmen Walton and Stallings last night 
arrested two active members of au 
youthful gang of thieves. They were caught 
in the very act of theft and were arrested 
before they could get away, but two of their 
confederates escaped. 

The two young thieves were George Ander- 
son, @ tough, unwashed white boy of four- 
teen years, and Will Amy, a small mulatto 
of thirteen. These two young rogues started 
out in company with two other boys about 
their age to make a series of hauls on Mart- 
etta street in the vicinity of Brooklyn last 
night. Amy first made a raid on a grocery 
store, getting away with qu'te a quantity of 
canned goods. 

Anderson took his turn next and took a 
pair of shoes from a clothing store and was 
proceeding to help himself to other goods.

Dr. J. J. Knott Returned Yesterday from 
the Stricken City. 


HIS TRIALS EN ROUTE TO ATLANTA. 


Held at Camp Detention, Arrested in 
Waycross and Stopped at the Dinner 
Table at Jesup. 


Fresh from the plague-stricken city, 
where he went to experiment with his 
theory concerning the treatment of yellow 
fever, Dr. J. J. Knott got back from Bruns- 
wick yesterday morning, after a week in 
the unfortunate city and many annoying 
adventures with the scrupulous health au- 
thorities of intermediate towns. 

Dr. Knott was detained a week at Camp 
Detention, arrested at Waycross and taken 
from the dinner table at Jesup while in- 
duvging in the first square meal he had en- 
joyed in days. Naturally he was pleased to 
be back once more in a city free from epi- 
demic and inquisitive sanitary ofticials, 
Where he could get as wany good meals 
per day as he wanted without fear of 
molestation. 

‘The newspapers have told of Dr. Knott's 

trip to Krunswick. He went there to assist 
in hamdling the yellow fever patients and 
put into actual practice a theory of his 
Whieh he felt sure would prove etlicacious 
in dealing with the dread disease. He 
reached the city without troubs and soon 
made himself known to the medical au- 
thorities who had entire charge of the 
treatment of cases. He informed them of 
his remedy and received most courteous 
consideration from the physicians in charge. 
He was allowed to go through the hospital 
wards where the sick were lying in great 
humbers, but owing to the regulations of 
the government in regard to the treatment 
of cases, he did not tind an opportunity to 
test his theory. 
_ He gays the management of the hospital 
is admirably systematized. It is in the most 
competent hands and arranged so that there 
Is no conflict and consequently no friction 
among the physicians. He speaks in the 
highest terms of the medical facilities of the 
stricken city. 

He saw the yellow disease in all its 
Stages. Ile saw men stricken down with 
it, saw them when it was just securing a 
hold and saw them dying. 

He says the want prevailing in Bruns- 
WiCK 1S not so great as it was two weeks 
ago. Prompt responses to the appeal made 
m ‘The Constitution did incalculabie good 
in the matter of relieving destitution. He 
says the work of furnishing food to the 
needy isin good hands. 

But one hotel is running, the Brunswick, 
and it was only opened for the accommo- 
dation of the physicians. Comparatively 
there are few white people in the city. 
The town has a gloomy, dead appearance, 
and nearly all of the business houses are 
closed. 

Dr. Knott left Brunswick a week ago 
this morning. He was stopped at Camp 
Detention and was held six days. Sixty 
people were at the camp, and the accom- 
modations there are not as good as they 
might. be. He was given a certificate at the 
end of six days, but his progress was short, 
for he soon reached a city where six-day 
certificates -were not current with the 
health officials. 

At Waycross. he was pounced upon and 
told that he was treading upon sacred 
ground. He was ted off to a secluded wood 
outside the city limits and there kept for 
a few hours. He was released a few min- 
utes before train time, and the fact im- 
pressed upon him that he had better go 
towards Atlanta. He thought it now 
smooth sailing, but at Jesup while eating 
dinner he was touched on the shoulder by 
a marshal and asked to step out. Notwith- 
standing all these stops he reached the cit 
yesterday just before noon and was at his 
office the rest of the day.

But, in this interview, printed in the 
leading newspapers of Kentucky, the 
United States senator declared that if he 
had known the compromise wis not 
agreeable to the president he would nev- 
er have signed the compromise agree- 
ment; and he made an indignant com- 
plaint to the effect that he had been de- 
ceived. 

Here, then, is a very significant _symp-

He wes neither cruel nor corrupt; and yet his 
name go down in tradition with many 
another that deserved a harsher judgment 
from the muse of history.

FREWEN ON SILVER. 


The English Bimetallist Discusses the Fi- 
nahcinl Aituation—Wants Free Coinage. 
From The New York Recorder. 

Moreton Frewen, the most prominem of 
the British advocates of bimetallism, arrived 
here from London on Wednesday. He will 
visit Washington and make a tour of ile 
western He said that he had 
in England «of the courageous stand tiiken 
by The Recorder in defense of the free coin- 
age of silver, aud he commended its work as 
being on the Dehalf of the people, who are 
the ones to be most tinjuriousiy affected by a 
further contraction of the currency. 

He said that the purposes of the HBrussels 
conference ‘were frustrated by the gold ring, 
and that the silver advocates there, as dele- 
gates or working. on ihe outside, foresaw 
exactiy the which have resulted 
from the failure of that meeting. 

“If you stop the purchases of silver in this 
conutry,” said Mr. Frewen, “the price of 
silver bullion is likely to fall 20, perhaps 50 
conts. further; your dollar will then be a 
8" cant dollar, and there would be a great 
danger of wholesale counterfeiting. Yes, the 
fall might close your silver mines, and thus 
reduce production; it might, but it might 
not. Probably, as has been the case these 
twelve years, there would merely ensue a 
further. currency contraction and a great 
further "fall of prices, so that the G)-cent 
ounee of silver might go as far in paying 
wages and buying mining stores as the 129- 
cent ounce did formerly. Experience shows 
that you cannot hope to settle this silver 
question by merely gagging the production 
of your silver mines.” 

“Do you think in England that we ought 
to repeal the Sherman act?” was asked. 

“No one knows what to think--at least No 
one whose opinion is worth having. if you 
stop purchases, and a considerable further fail 
in silver occurs, then the world is at the thres- 
hoid of untold troubles. A slight further fall 
in the eastern exchange rates, a fall of say 
three pence more in the China rates, will sim- 
ply destroy Europe's export trade with the 
far east. with Persia, with Mexico, and many 
of the South American republics. Inevitably 
such a cPisis—a crisis far more acute than the 
Baring business—must reflect itself in every 
portion of the United States. Yes, yes, you 
siy the crisis is here already. So it but 
it is also everywhere. In London, I believe 
things are far worse today than in New York; 
iti Italy, in Austria, and in Spain the strain 
of collapsing’ prices is becoming unbearable. 
With very limited banking and credit facilities, 
but, on the other hand, saturated with ‘50-cent 
dollars,’ legal tender five france pieces, ‘dis- 
honest’ to the tune of 50 per cent, France is 
today alone among all the nations not visibly 
suffering acutely. 

Sense Will Come. 

“Presently, perhaps, we shall come through 
great tribulation to the dawn of sense. We 
shall then recognize that it is not the pallia- 
tives, your Bland acts, your Sherman acts, 
which are responsible. These were remedial 
iIneasureés, The disease dates back to 1S75, 
when for the first time in history the free flow 
of silver from mine to mint was cut off. 
A man has cut his femoral artery, and Mr. 
Bland, however unskillfully, has applied the 
tourniquet. It is rather ridiculows under such 
circumstances to blame the remedy, even if 
crudely applied.”’ 

In reply to the question if England 
moving in the direction of bimetallism, 
Frewen said: 

“The mem we ought to rely on in a matter 
of this nature are our professors of politica! 
economy, and it is most interesting to note 
that without one exception the English uni- 
versity professors are today in agreement 
that the theory of bimetallism is correct. 
Such a pronouncement from such a source 
would seem to justify the experiment. Public 
opinion, however, cannot form in a day, but 
the closing of the Indian mints and the tamper- 
ing with the currency of 270,000,000 of people 
who have now a ‘dishonest’ money. and a 
mroney at the same time inconvertible—this 
has opened the eyes of verve many who pre- 
viously thought that Mr. Gladstone and his 
government were opposed on principle to tam- 
pering with the standard. Nothing but free 
coinage, here or in England, or in both coun- 
tries, can meet the difficulty.”

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WHO ARE THE GREOLES? 

The Vexed Question Decisively Settled at 

Last.

The over the origin, derivation 
and significance of the word creole began 
years ago, and has been in progress pores — 
Until Friday last, however, the adjustment 
of the ovestion was in the hands of disputing 
philologers. On that day it passed summarily, 
and, we hope, into the bands of a 
Louisiana mob. 

A creole is, properly speaking, au American 
born of French or Spanish parents resident 
in the semi-tropical portions of the continent, 
adjacent to the zulf of Mexico.. The climatic 
conditions prevailing in those restons differ ma- 
terially from those existing in France anid 
Spain; and creoles, most numerous in Louisi- 
ana and Florida, do not enjoy the robust vigor 
which marks the larger number of Frenchmen 
and Spaniards. But they, especially the cTe- 
ole women, have a marked characteristic of 
beauty and supple grace; deep black eyes, 
soft, smvuoth. delicate complexions, gentle 
voices. and symmetry of figure, without obes- 
; ‘are full-blooded white persons 
admixture whatever of bDegro or 
Indian ancestry, and they pride themselves 
particularly upon this fact, which Is an ex- 
ception to the general rule in most Spanish- 
American or West Indian countries. 

The general belief of many uninformed per- 
sons is that creole and octoroon are synony- 
mous terms. This erroneous view, tenaciously 
adhered to during many years, was shared 
by a theatrical manager who has been touring 
the United States with a number of octoroons, 
mulattoes, and of both sexes in a 
company Called ‘La Belle Creole Minstrels,” 
When the company, on its Thespian travels, 
reached southern Louisiana, the home of genu- 
ine trouble began.

they did not leave. The manager decided it 
was best to quit the creole country, and, un- 
der this promise, the mob desisted from inter- 
ference and the pretended departed 
north on a fast express. They will never go 
to Louisiana any more. 

Many persons unable, it would appear, to 
understand by the ordinary methods of philolog- 
ical elucidation the clear distinction between 
a creole and a mulatto or an octoroon, will 
comprehend the matter perfectly when ac- 
quainted with the incident in Louisiana, which 
we have described. The creole minstrels, it 
may be said without offense, prosecuted in 
the Pelican State what might be called in the 
language of politicians an educational can- 
vass.

Now my bill provides that in such cases 
the defendant shall be rejuired to give a 
good and sufficient bond to the ordinary—the 
amount to be fixed by that official—binding 
him to support the woman and apy children 
there may be for a period of five years. In 
cases of men who uuable to give bond 
the case against them is held in abeyayce 
for five years, providing they support the 
woman and children as stated. Should he 
fail to do so at any time the case against 
him will be prosecuted. It is my desire to see 
that some sort of justice is done the poer 
women who are the victims of the men, and 
I believe that law will give it.”’

No cigarettes’in Georgia! 

That is the edict which the house of 
representatives sent forth yesterday. 

The bill of Mr. Stapletoa, of Sumter, 
Prohibiting the sale of cigarettes in the 
State, ovvupied the attention of that body 
for several hours, and after much discus 
sion was passed. 

lit will be reconsidered today, but the 
Probaviiity is that the house will cupha- 
@ize its po-ition in favor of the bill. 

The house was called to order at 9 
@clock yesterday morning, Vhe members 
were a little late in taking their seats, and 
at the time the clerk began to call the 
roll it looked very much as if a quorum 
would not be present. As he proceeded, 
however, the representatives dropped in 
one by one, and at the conclusion the seats 
were well filled. 

By consent of the house, bill No. 51 
Was reported back to the general judiciary 
committee. 

Two Resolutions. 

‘Mr. Martin, of Fulton, offered a resolu- 
ion authorizing the governor to purchase 
150 codes and 400 formbooks and appropiat- 
ing $1,600, or such portion as may be nec- 
essary for such purchase. Carried. 

Mr. Bloodworth, of Monroe, offered a 
regolution that the time for the election of 
the judges and solicitor generals be fixed 
for Tuesday, the Jlst, at 10 o'clock. This 
Was temporarily passed without action. 

Special Orders. 

The special orders for the morning were 
then taken up and Mr. Guerrard. of Chat- 
bam, was culled to the chair.

read Mr. Dooley’s bill, which provides for 
the refunding of certain moneys received 
from the sale of wild lands for taxes, and 
the order of Comptroller General Gold- 
smith in 1877, since declared illegal by the 
supreme Court. 

Mr. Fleming, of Richmond, offered an 
amendment, at the same time explaining 
the character of the measure. The bill, 
he stated, Was merely to return the surplus 
over and above the state taxes, which 
had been paid for these lands by parties 
since dispossessed by the decision of the 
supreme court. Mr. Fleming’s amendment 
restricted the beneficiaries of the bill to 
those who had been actually dispossessed. 

Mr. Mefgshon offered an amendment 
that the return should be made to those 
only who had not realized from the sale 
of timber on the land.

This bill ix to require all companies or 
individuals who issne scrip, checks or due 
bills in payment of labor to pay the face 
Value of the same in cash on demaud.

In his section 
of the state, he said it was customary for 
manufacturers to pay off their employes 
in serip or checks, redeemable in mer- 
chandise at a commissary where the com- 
pany realized a protit, running all the way 
to DO per cent. What was desired was to 
give the workingman a right to demand 
His wages in cash at any time when due.

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LEGISLATIVE NOTES,

reinedy, and often subjects merchants and 
traders who may be temporarily embarrassed 
¢o serious loss_and irreparable damage. Under 
this law any merchant or trader who may be

unable to meet promptly any maturing Dilis 
may be subjected to the operation of this 
harsh and summary proceeding and have his 
effects placed in the hands of a receiver, so 
soon as any enterprising lawyer can get con- 
trol of three matured claims, no matter 
how small and prepare a_~petition§ to 
the judge. Lawyers are not slow, it seems, 
to take advantage of this law, and bave been 
known to seek the control of claims and 
hasten to prepare a petition for a receiver 
in order to get iv abead of some other enter- 
prising lawyer and thereby get the fee which 
is usually allowed to the attorney. bringing 
the money into court. The original purpose 
of this law was probably good, but its practi- 
eal workings are very unsatisfactory. The 
intention was to protect creditors, but the 
effect seems to be to benefit attorneys, officers 
of courts and receivers. BEetates are often 
absorbed in costs and fees’ and creditors are 
left with the bag to hold, while the unfortu- 
pate debtor is financially wrecked and usually 
comes out of his trouble with a contempt for 
law and courts. I need not cite illustrations. 
Almost every one can refer to cases in which 
little or nothiug has been left for creditor 
or debtor after an estate bas been admin- 
istered on by a receiver. I expect to press 
the b.ll and have good reason to bel.eve that 
it will pass.’’

Eight Hundred Homes Are Still Needed 
for the Conventioa. 


IT WILL MEET IN TWELVE DAYS. 


Fifteen Hundred Delegates Will Attend 
the Convention—The Meeting at the 
Christian Association Last Night. 


Only half of the homes that are needed 
for the delegates to the world’s convention 
of Christian Workers have been secured. 

The convention will meet in this city on 
the 9th of next November, and by that time 
homes must be provided for L5oOO delegates. 

if Atlanta fails to do her duty in this mat- 
ter it will be a lasting stigma upon her 
Christian hospitality. 

Every denomination in the city, as repre- 
sented at the meetings Which have been 
held from week to week, and inuny of the 
prominent members of the different 
churches, have pledged to the eonvention 
their warmest support and co-operation. It 
is a matter in which all Christians are in- 
terested, as it cives them common ground 
on Which to stand, and euables them to pull 
together in the great cause of humanity. 

Stull there has been a painful lack of in: 
terest in the matter as the time for the con- 
vention draws near. Atlanta has agreed to 
entertain these Christian people, and her 
duty in the matter is plain and unmistak- 
able. Every Christian home in Atlanta, 
into which this paper goes this morning, 
should extend the privileges of its fireside 
to this convention. 

It is just twelve days before the conven- 
tion will be called to ord or. and the need of 
immediate action is .o.u imperative and 
urgent. 

As yet only 700 Jomes have been pro- 
vided, and against this number there are 
SOO still lacking. 

This is a plain and simple statement of 
the case, and the Christian people of: At- 
lanta, who are interested in the spiritual 
welfare of the city, should. give it their 
earnest and immediate consideration. 

Last Night’s Meeting. 

There was a very fuil meeting of Christian 
workers, and others interested in the con- 
vention, last night in the parlors of the 
Young Men's Christian Association. 

The meeting was to have been held at the 
governor's mansion, but this was prevented 
by the session of the legislature and the 
inability of the governor to be present. 

Kiev. J. B. Robins, of the First Metho- 
dist church, presided and the meeting was 
opened with prayer by Rey. J. W. Roberts. 

The first business in order was the report 
of the committee on entertainment. The 
chairman of this committee, Mr. D. E. 
Luther, was not present, but the report was 
made through Mr. John F. Barclay. 

[t showed that considerable progress had 
been made in the matter of providing for 
the delegates and that, on the whole, the 
prospect was a great deal more encouraging, 

Several Homes Secured. 

This report was supplemented by specia} 
reports which were made individually. Pro- 
fessor B. ©. Davis stated that he had 
brought the matter before the Central Pres- 
byterian church and had received a very 
hearty response. He reported that forty 
additional delegates had been taken by that 
church during the week. 

Mr. Ek. P. Chamberlin made a good report 
for Trinity. He stated that he had made 
an earnest personal canvass, as the ony 
means of reaching the congregation, and as 
a result of this effort has secured about 
thirty-five homes during the week. 

Rev, J. W. Roberts, of the Park Street 
Methodist church, was présent and reported 
homes for thirty-eight delegates. He thought 
that several more homes could be obtained. 

Teere are still a number of churches yet 
to be heard from.. These were not repre- 
sented last night, however, and the question 
of reaching them was discussed. A number 
of interesting talks were made along this 
line by Messrs. Chamberlin, Barry, Roberts, 
Davis and others. It was agreed that the 
only way in which to reach the churches 
was by a strong personal appeal. As a 
supplement, however, to this, it was decided 
to address a communication to each of the 
pastors, with a requgst that the matter be 
brought to the attention of their congre- 
gations Sunday morning, and a report sub- 
mitted to the meeting next Friday night. 

A great many people wait until the last 
minute to act. It is barely possible that 
the churches which have not yet reported 
wil make a special effort during the week, 
and secure the number of homes that are 
needed. The churches have agreed to en- 
tertain the delegates, and the question is 
simply one of redeeming their pledges and. 
reducing their faith to practice. 

Afraid of the Yellow Fever. 

An amusing statement was made at the 
meeting last night by Mr. J. I’. Barclay. 

He stated that he had just received a let- 
ter from a party at St. Catherines, Ont., 
in which the writer went on to say that re- 
ports were circulated in that part of Cana- 
da to the effect that several cases of yellow 
fever had broken out in Atlanta. 

This statement created a ripple of laugh- 
ter. Mr. Barclay stated that a telegraphic 
dispatch had been sent to Canada, contra- 
dicting this false impression, and putting a 
stop to the rumor that was caxulated to 
hurt the convention. 

People living at a distance were liable, 
Mr. Barclay thought, to have this impres- 
sion in view of the apparent prox- 
imity of Atlanta to the coast. This was 
due to the short distance as compared with 
places more remote, along the lakes and in 
the Dominion of Canada. 

The vellow fever has never been known in 
Atlanta. and those who desire to attend the 
convention need not be intimidated by any 
such rumors. 

After a short prayer by Rev. C, P. Wil- 
liamson, the meeting adjourned until next 
Friday night to meet again in the parlors 
of the Young Men’s Christian Association.

The report of State Geologist Yeates as 
to the progress and conduct of the geolosi- 
cal survey came from the printer yester- 
day and proves an interesting document, 
especially so in view of the fact that it is 
the first report of the new geologist. 

Professor Yeates begins by 
“Without in any way depreciating the val- 
ue of a thorough and scientific survey of the 
state's entire territory, it seems to me that, 
the expense of the survey has to be 
borne by the people, they are entitled to 
the first fruits of its labors. With this 
view of the matter in the beginning of my 
work, and after consultation with tke mem- 
bers of the board and other prominent cit- 
izens of the siate, I decided that the econ- 
emic problems be taken in hand first, and 
that the mineral deposits be thoroughly 
surveyed and placed before the world, soe 
that capital might be induced to enter the 
state and develop its natural wealth.” 

He telis of the appointment of his two as- 
sistants, ‘Mr. King and Mr. McCallie, and 
of the assignment of work, Mr. McCallie 
being instructed to make a complete sur- 
vey of the marble deposits of the state, 
while Mr. ang was assigned to the corun- 
dum properdies. LDrotesser Yeates himself 
has entered upon the work of making a 
survey of the gold properties of the state. 
As fast as one of the subjects is finished 
another will be taken up until alé the 
sources of economic mineral wealth shall be 
put before the public. 

Professor Yeates has had a great deal 
of executive work on his hands since tak- 
ing charge of the department. He has 
opened a record book, keeping record of all 
applicants for information concerning wmin- 
eral lands, and speaking of this, says: “It 
is My purpose, in so far as it may be con- 
sistent with the duties of the state geolo- 
gist, to be the means of putting the min- 
eral wealth of the state before investors, 
and to inform owners of mineral properties 
in the state where they may find inves- 
tors.” 

A museum in which the mineral wealth 
of the state may be displayed is being co!- 
lected together. 

As to gold properties the geologist says 
he hus begun the systematie survey of the 
gold fields commencing with Rabun. The 
work will proceed in a southwesterly di- 
rection, those counties which shave been

as 


the greatest gold producers being taken up | 


in order as they are reached and untimate!y 
those in which fittle gold has been worked. 
This subject is probably the most extensive, 


as well as the most valuable, within the | 


mineral] economy of the state, gold being 
found in an area equal to nearly half th 
states territory. 

Mr. McCallie has made surveys of all 
the marble properties in Fannin. 
and Pickens counties, and he is now re- 
viewing this work, moving towards Cher- 
okee. Mr. King, in his work on the co- 
runpdums, has covered Rabun and Towns 
counties and is now in Union. In Rabun 
county his efforts were rewarded by the dis- 
covery of an entirely new vein of corundum 
of fine quality, which promises good devel- 
opments. 

The geologist suggests that the legisla- 
ture make some provision in the bill for 
state printing whereby the bulletins of the 
survey, accompanied by suitable maps, may 
be published as soon as the report on each 
subject is completed, so that the information 
on these important subjects may be given 
to the public at as early a day as possi- 
ble. ;

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RAILROAD NEWS. 


Report of the Georgia Railroad Commis. 
— Son for the Year. 


SOME INTERESTING TABLES OF EARNINGS 


Recomendations from the Railroad Depart- 
“ment of State—Commissioner Stah!- 
man Talks of the Cotton Rates. 


Perhaps the most interesting report ever 
rendered by the Georgia railroad commis- 
sion was that sent to the legislature yester- 
day. 

Nothing in the history of the material 
growth of the state for the past year can 
Le more interesting than the story of the 
railroads.

The Camparieon Ie Favorable. 

After telling of the hard times the rail- 
roads have been forced to endure as above, 
the report of the colMmissioners goes fur- 
ther aud says: 

In spite of all that has been sail of the de 
pressed conditon of the railroads in Georgia 
they will compare favorably with thos. of 
eur sister states south of the Ohio river. It 
ix true that there are a puniber of railroads In 
the hands of receivers in Georgia, but i

should not be overlooked that most of these 
are interstate reads, some of them having 
cmmparatively short mileuge in Greorg.a. We 
are advised tha: Ltigation in most of these 
cases, so far as it effects old estnblished 
jines, began not from insolvency, but from 
legal complications arising from alleged viola- 
tions of the law. True qu.te a number of 
new enterprises fuiled before they were comt 
pleted owing to the causes as above stated, 
and receiverships foliwed as a matter of 
course. But we repeat that the condition of 
the railroads iu Georgia witi, under ail these 
cIrcumstances, compare favorably with tbe 
roads in the adjoining states. 
There is also another cause for 4 loss of 
revenue. Georgia is an agr.cuitural state; 
the tonnage of the railroads cons'sts largely 
of the products of the farm and of supplies 
to the farmers; hence the methods adopted by 
the agriculturists must of necessity largely 
affect local trade. By raising their owa sup- 
Hes of corn, meat, flour, ete.. they have 
argely reduced the revenue of the ratlroads 
while benefiting themselves and the country. 
Some Recommendations. 


After going into details as to the true con- 
dition of the roadbeds and the rolling stock 
of the railroads of the state and declaring 
that they are all in good condition, the re- 
port closes with the following recommenda- 
tions to the governor and the state legisla- 
ture: 

We renew our recommendation made in the 
last report in regard to the overissue of 
stocks and bonds. Also our recommendation 
in relation to overcharges. A person who 
has been overcharged should pot be required 
to spend more money recovering the over- 
charge than the overcharge Would amount to. 
The law alfeady gives to a person the right 
to recover double the overcharge. To make 
this effective it should provide for_ making 
the railroMls liable for attorney's fs and 
all cts and expenses, There should be no 
overcharge, and .f there is, make it more to 
the interest of the railroad not to do the 
shipper this wrong than to receive the ex- 
vess. If they violate the law, they should 
suffer the penalty of their wrongdoing. It 
is beileved that the enactment of such a law 
would prevent overcharge and avoid the wrong 
that is so discouraging and harassi@y ‘to ship- 
pers and consignees.

As to the Cotton Rate Quarrel. 

Commissioner StahIman has returned to 
the city and talks interestingly about the 
situation of southern railroads with regard 
to the apportionment of the cotton triffic. 

The dispatch in yesterday’s Constitution 
telling of the wrangling in Macon among 
eortain roads about the division of the cot- 
ton crop among the railfoads composing 
the Southern Railway and Steamship Asso- 
ciation seewins to show a condition that 
shotid not exist. 

It was stated in the dispatch that the 
ilotment of the cotton crop has been made 
by the commissioner and that several of the 

.railroads have gone ahead of their rightful 
apportionment already, while others have 
fallen short of theirs. It was told that 
the railroads in the hands of receivers 
are especially perverse in_regard to obcying 
the or of the associa@ip, and thxt they 


t not cease solicitin; hts from the 


cotton shippers even when asked to do so | 


by the commissioner. 

“That is ail wrong,” replied Corimission- 
er Stahlman to a Constitution repotter 
yesterday, talking of the report from Ma- 
con. 

“The truth of the whole business is just 
this; there are but two offihe Macon roads 
that are ahead of their allotment of the cot- 
ton traffic and they are the East Terues- 
see and the Macon and Northern. I have 
Written to the authorities of these roads 
suggesting that they hold up a little while, 
for the reason that if they take vore of 
the cotton than their share «us stipulated 
by the conmnittee of the association having 
charge of this matter they would endanger 
a rate war which would take from them 
much of the traffic they are seeking and at 
a needlessly low rate @t that. It was a sin- 
ple proposition. The railroads composing 
this association have preferred to adopt 
this apportionment of the cotton traffe for 
the past two seasons. We found it profita- 
ble last year and hope te make it more 
profiable this season. You see each railrond 
hauls from season to season about the same 
quantity of cotton, mew if — ite 
average is taken and that much eet- 
ton is allotted to it, it stands te reason 
that it ought to be satisfied and they have 
all been satisfied. If this allotment is not 
made what then? Why, rate wars arise 
and the rate on cotton goes away down 
yonder so that even if a road does haul a 
little more cotton than some other road 
there is not near the same profit in the 
business for it. 

“T think it is all folly, this seare about 
division among the roads composing the 
association on this score. The railroads 
know what the plan is, They have tried it 
before and found it worked well. 

“The Central railroad is far behind its 
allotment, but I think it will pull np on it 
this week. I see from the reports that the 
Central is more than 5,000 hales behind its 
rightful share of the cotton trafie. But 
everything will straighten itself ont in due 
season. You may depend on that. and there 
will be no troublesome differences hetween 
the railroads that hanl the eotton crop 
this year on the allotment plan.” 

The Executive Roard to Meet. 

Next Tuesday is the dav for the executive 
board of the Southern Railway and Steam- 
ship Association to meet in Atlanta. 

This question of cotton rates and freight 
rates in general will come up for a safe 
and satisfactory adjustment. 

The executive beard is compesed of all 
the leading railroad men the southern 
states. They are the general managers 
and the presidents of the roads. The exee- 
utive board is the highest authority of the 
association, 

Many important issues will be handled 
at the next meeting and Commissioner 
Siahlman is authority for the statement 
that much will evolve out of this meeting 
of concern to all the lines of raglway in the 
southern states. It is a meeting for the dis- 
eussion of big questions entirely.

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PELOT STILL LIVES. 


The Telegrams Announcing His Death to 
the Contrary Notwithstanding. 


THE NEWS OF HIS SUICIDE IN THE CITY. 


Telegrams Received Here Announcing 
It—Sonething About Pelot’s Former 
Lite in Atlante. 


Eugene B. Pelot, a young man whose 
career as 2 member of the police depart- 
ment, a private detective, a bailiff and 
the manager uf an industrial agency, made 
bim a familiar figure in this city, took mor- 
phine ut Jefferson night before last, and 
now his friends in this city are trying to 
hud out whether he is really dead as re- 
ported, or is alive, as is reported also. 

A telegram to Chief Connolly states that 
Mr. Pelot is dead. A message to Mr. J. 
Jd. DPelot, the unfortunate man’s father, 
contained the same information, but a spe- 
cial to The Constitution, sent a few hours 
later than either of the two telegrams con- 
taining the bad news, states taat by the 
hard work of physicians, Pelot was pulled 
through and was saved. 

Be he ever so much alive, there will al- 
Ways be one day in his history in which he 
was dead to the majority oi his acquaiut- 
ances, and that day was yesterday. T’ive 
hundred people met yesterday and exchang- 
ed a word about the sad ending of ‘Gene 
Pelot. Every policeman in the city said 
to bis comrade that poor "Gene Pelot had 
met an unexpected end. And they added: 

"With all his faults “Gene Wis iu good 
fellow. Maybe he did do wrong now and 
then, but he had a good heart and be al- 
ways helped a friend.” 

The news of Pelot’s death which came to 
the police department was unquestioned and 
uuthentic. It was contained in a telegram 
from Gus Clarke und asked Chief Connolly 
to look up Mr. J. J. Pelot and inform him 
oi his sous death, which occurred at Jef- 
ferson. Callman Beavers was sent to the 
home of Mr. J. J. Pelot as given in the 
city directory, but failed to tind him, Later 
in the night Call Otticer Abbott found My. 
Pelot K.igewood avenue and informed 
him of the telegram which Chief Connolly 
bad received. 

It was not news to Mr. Pelot, however, 
“us Le bau previous tu Abbott's visit received 
a Inessuge tu the sume elfect and Was pre- 
paring to go to Jefferson to look after his 
sul. Al unexpected turn Was given to the 
tragic attain when ‘Vie Constitution yester- 
day announced that Pelot stiil lived. The 
news was certainly welcome intelligence to 
his parents who had begun to mourn him 
as dead, 

The néws of Pelot's reported — suicide 
spread with remarkable rapidity through- 
out the city for le is widely known here, 
and there are many people in Atlanta who 
are still under the impression that he is 
dead. 

Pelot was for quite awhile 
with the police department, and was after- 
wards a private detective, for a short ime 
a bailiff and afterwards manager of an 1in- 
dustrial ‘bureau. (for some upexplamed 
reason he never succeeded well in any call- 
ing. Why was always a mystery to bis 
friends. He was handsome, intelligent, 
above the average img personal appearance, 
but most of lis enterprises came to unstc- 
eessful terminations. His career on the po- 
lice force ended abruptly, and his other ad- 
little longer. Notwith- 
standing all this he retained many riends 
@vho still believed in him. He always 
dressed well and had the appearance of a 
prosperous attorney. 

During the past six months he has been 
seen but little in the city. He weut out to 
Texas and spent three months there and 
returned to Atlanta about two months ago. 
He paid a visit to police headquarters and 
renewed his acquaintance with his old col- 
leagues. ; 

No explanation can be offered for his at- 
tempted suicide. He was unhappy in his 
domestic relations and a suit for divorce 
was filed several months ago. This may 
have been the cause of, bis unhappy act. 


“COME SEVEN.” 


Judge Richard Clark Sentenced Two Negroes 
to the “Pen” for Seven Years Each.

Just Five Seconds Ahead of Time, the 
Bass Bid Came. 


~—— 


IT BEATS J. M. HIGH & CO, BY $15. 


Judge Lumpkin’s Decision in the Matter of 
Reopening the Bids Misunderstood 
by Some-It Was All Right. 


The hands on the open-faced gold watch 
of Reeeiver Alex Smith indicated just five 
seconds to 5 o'clock yesterday afternoon as 
Mr. FE. M. Bass, of the firm of Bass & Co., 
raised his pen from a paper before him, ran 
a blotter over the ink mafks and announced 
that he had made his final bid for the stock 
of C. W. James. 

The receiver bowed his head in acknowl- 
edgement, verified the figures by a glance 
at the writing and reached for his watch, 
which had been detached from the chain 
and placed on the desk as the clock on the 
courthouse began striking 5. The amount 
of Mr. Bass’s bid was $15,855, which is $15 
in excess of Mr. High’s bid, and $265 ahead 
of bis own, sealed bid. 

The scene couNM hardly have been more 
interesting if there had been two or three 
other bidders present waiting until the last 
minute to hand in their open bids; it might 
have been much more exciting, however. 

Receiver Alex Smith remained in his of- 
fice during nearly the entire day waiting for 
other bids to be’ handed in. Before him 
were the instructions of Judge Lumpkin, 
and in the order signed by the judge was set 
forth the amount.of the High bid, $13,840, 
an amount which virtually controlled all the 
other bids, since none less than it would 
be received. As, a guarantee for his bid 
Mr. High had placed a certified check on 
deposit at Lowry’s bank. It was ten min- 
utes to 5 o’clock when Mr. Bass came into 
the receiver's office and was asked to oc- 
cupy a seat. Mr. Bass appeared to be a 
little nervous. He pulled out his watch 
and announced that it was eight minutes 
to 5 o'clock. Receiver Smith found that 
his time-piece registered twelve minutes to 
the same hour. 

“How about this?’ asked Mr. Bass. 
“What time are you going to go by in clos- 
ing bids?” The receiver arose and moved 
the hands of his watch up to ten minutes to 
0 o'clock, the time shown by the city clock. 
Mr. Bass did away with the two extra 
minutes on ‘his ‘chronometer. Then all 
Was expectancy, awaiting the arrival of an- 
other probable bidder. The receiver con- 
sulted some authorities. Mr. Bass kept a 
watch on the office door. 

Finally Colonel B. F. Abbott walked into 
the room. He quickly ruined a_ possibly 
dramatical scene by stating that he had 
come to make a bid for no one, The time 
became shorter, and the intensity of the 
interest increased. Colerel Abbott looked 
at his watch and gaye a start, ejaculating: 
“One minute after the hour.” Receiver 
Smith and Mr./Bass both regarded the 
watch on the/desk; one minute was want- 
ing to complete the circuit. The lone bid- 
der took g seat in front of the desk and be- 
gan to write the figures in the space left 
blankyfor that purpose. He wrote siowly, 
very slowly. He made a dollar mark and 
ogé figure. “Is Mr. High’s the only bid?” 
We inquired of the receiver. he reply was 
in the affirmative: one-half a minute re- 
mained for the completion of the bid. It 
passed reluctantly, and the matter was fin- 
ished as told in the opening paragraph. 

This morning Judge Lun4spkin will pass on 
the bids, and that of E. M. Bass being the 
highest it will doubtless be accepted, 

That Decision of Judge Lumpkin’s. 

The decision of Judge Lumpkin in the 
matter of the bids does not appear to have 
been fully comprehended even by a number 
of attorneys. 

When the bids were opened and the 
amount discovered, it was made clear to 
the judge that the stock could be made to 
bring at east several hundred dollars more 
than the bids then in accounted for. The 
stock was invoiced at $22,000 and had the 
advantage of being entirely new—not five 
months old. 

Judge Lampkin, administering the estate 
for the creditors, decided to reject all the 
bids and reopen the entire matter, receiv- 
ing offers for the stock on a basis of the 
Abercrombie bid. It was, however, dis- 
tinctly ruled by Judge Lumpkin that this 
bid for S250 more than any other bid was 
not a bid to be considered by the court. 

The firm of Bass & Co. bid first $153,490 
and followed this up with the highest bid 
yesterday.
